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OUR FRONTISPIECE 
HENRY ORMAL SEVERANCE 


Consultant Service, Library of Congress 


I am sorry that, instead of reading this 
sketch of Henry Ormal Severance and look- 
ing at his likeness, the readers of the Bulletin 
of Bibliography could not have been in Co- 
lumbia, Missouri, on May 22, 1937, when a 
dinner was given by the Columbia Library 
Club to honor Dr. Severance for thirty years 
of service as Librarian of the University of 
Missouri. I shall always remember this 
notable and delightful occasion when, within 
the span of two hours, there was epitomized 
the character, the life and accomplishments 
of Dr. Severance. His address that evening, 
which he modestly called ‘The Library — 
Thirty years a-growing,” was completely 
characteristic of the man. The first para- 
graph is worth quoting to indicate the humor 
of the address: 


“This is the second address which I 
have written for this occasion. I tried 
out the first one on the reference libra- 
rian, my secretary, and on my wife and 
daughter. They all said: ‘It will not 
do. It is too academic, too many sta- 
tistics. You need more human interest 
items.’ So I have rewritten it in a 
lighter vein and believe me I just did 
not submit this one to them, as I knew 
I would not have time to write a third 
talk.” 

I wish I could quote more to point out 
how Dr. Severance traced the growth of the 
Library under his guiding hand — cleverly 
concealing the hand. 

The growth and development of the Li- 
brary in thirty years may be briefly stated. 
Books increased from 80,000 to 365,000. 
The housing of the Library grew from 
cramped quarters of three rooms in Jesse 
Hall to a well-planned library building, to 
which a new wing was added in 1937. The 
reading rooms of the Library have seating 
capacity for over 800 students, in addition 
to special facilities for faculty members. 
The stacks have a capacity of 450,000 vol- 
umes. The staff has increased from four to 
twenty-three, most of whom are profession- 
ally trained. These figures indicate the 
tangible results of Dr. Severance’s labors. 

The part that he played for thirty years 
in the life of the University and in the life 
of the community may be illustrated by an 
excerpt from the remarks of Dr. Stratton D. 
Brooks, President of the University of Miss- 
ouri, 1923-31 

“One of the greatest pleasures of 
coming to the University of Missouri 
fourteen years ago was that it brought 
me again into association with Dr. H. O. 
Severance. It is probable that I have 
known both Mr. and Mrs. Severance 
longer than any of the men and women 
assembled here todohimhonor. It was 
three and one-half times fourteen years 
ago when we, together with Mrs. Brooks, 
were students in the same college. 
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Others here have known him for the 

thirty years of his fine service to the 

University and to the State. They 

have appreciated his genial efficiency, 

his likable personality, his sympathetic 
spirit, his equitable temperament, and 
his unfailing helpfulness. They have 
known him as a friend and neighbor, and 
as an outstanding citizen of Columbia. 

“It seems that the best things that I 

can say is that he differs only in the 
depth and breadth of his information, 
the increase in his wisdom and adminis- 
trative ability from the college student 
whom I knew nearly half a century ago. 
All those personal qualities which have 
endeared him to his associates in the 
Library and to the other members of the 
University faculty were as marked then 
as they are now. His position as libra- 
rian has put him in direct contact with 
the progress and growth of every depart- 
ment in this institution. I am certain 
that no member has ever contributed 
more to the welfare of the University 
than Dr. Henry O. Severance.” 

I know whereof I speak when I refer to 
Dr. Severance’s contribution to library 
progress in Missouri outside his own Library. 
Perhaps I may be allowed to quote from 
brief remarks I made at the dinner in his 
honor: 


“The results of his services to the 
University are tangible. They stand 
before our eyes — an adequate library 
building — an outstanding collection of 
books — an efficient and loyal staff. 
His services to the State of Missouri are 
less tangible, but no less real and cer- 
tainly nolessimportant. Dr. Severance 
has not been a librarian to bury himself 
in his institution and to forget the 
library world outside. To him in Miss- 
ouri we have looked for leadership. 

“I shall mention three things toward 
which Dr. Severance has pointed the 
way — all three are in their infancy, 
but they promise much for the future: 

“The first is the certification of libra- 
rians. One of my most pleasant mem- 
ories is that of the meeting of the Miss- 
ouri Library Association at Ha Ha 
Tonka in 1921 — my first year in Miss- 
ouri. In this most beautiful place — 
with our meetings held outdoors and at 
night around a campfire — Dr. Sever- 
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ance, as president, put on a program 

awakening us to Missouri’s library 

needs. He in particular recommended 
the certification of librarians. Today, 
largely through Dr. Severance’s initia- 
tive, we have a successful plan of vol- 
untary certification and we are working 
toward legal certification of librarians. 

“The second thing to Dr. Severance’s 
credit is the State Library Plan for 

Missouri. Dr. Severance drew up this 

plan. It was approved by the State 

Planning Committee of the Missouri 

Library Association and by the Asso- 

ciation. This plan indicates the way 

toward a complete coverage of the State 
of Missouri with library service. Today 

50% of the people of Missouri are with- 

out libraries. 

“The third thing which we owe to 

Dr. Severance is the institution of a 
plan, through a committee of the Miss- 
ouri Library Association, for a union 
catalog of the rare and expensive books 
in Missouri libraries. No little progress 
toward this goal has already been 
made.” 

I might go on and enumerate Dr. Sever- 
ance’s other activities in the Missouri Library 
Association, of which he was president in 
1909 and in 1921, in the American Library 
Association as chairman of important com- 
mittees, and his activity in the American 
Library Institute. He was president of the 
Columbia Library Club, 1908-1913. 

Along with his busy professional life and 
his many civic and church activities, Dr. 
Severance found time to make numerous 
contributions to professional literature, but 
he did not confine his writings to those 
related to librarianship. A few of his more 
important books are: Michigan trailmakers; 
The Story of a village community; Palmer 
Hartsough, singing school teacher, Michigan 
writer and minister; and William Benjamin 
Smith ...a friend of the University of 
MissouriLibrary. Some of his contributions 
to library literature are: A Guide to the 
current periodicals of the United States and 
Canada; Missouri in the library war service; 
A Handbook of Missouri Libraries, 1915- 
1931; and A Library Primer for high schools. 

What has gone before gives only a a 
picture of Henry Ormal Severance. He has 
the normal interests which a man of his 
simple tastes would naturally have in his 
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home, in his children and in his grandchil- 
dren. Those who know him best have seen 
that delightful side. 

What he has chosen to do after retiring 
from the University of Missouri interests me 
greatly. He has taken a place on the Con- 
sultant Staff of the Library of Congress 
where, as his chief subject, he is compiling a 
directory of the learned societies and insti- 
tutions of Latin America and their serial 
publications. As has been the privilege of 
others of us on occasions, Dr. Severance is 
enjoying the round table presided over for 
many years by Dr. Putnam, where he meets 
kindred spirits in professional and intellec- 
tual interests. 

In a sketch of this kind perhaps it is nec- 
essary that the bare facts of a man’s life be 
recounted, but I prefer that these come at 
the end. 

Henry Ormal Severance was born in St. 
Johns, Michigan, February 19, 1867. He 
was So from Michigan State Normal 


College at Ypsilanti in 1894, from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan in 1897, receiving his 
A.M. degree in 1899. He married Anna 
Lane in 1898. He became interested in 
librarianship while working as a student 


assistant in the university library and was 
on the staff of the University of Michigan 
Library from 1899 until 1907, when he be- 
came Librarian of the University of Missouri. 
His contributions to the library profession, 
his capacity for gaining friends, his full, 
fruitful life, are, om suggested in this 
sketch though they cannot be more than 
suggested.

ARTHUR ELMORE BOSTWICK 


The following resolution was adopted by the 
Board of Directors of the St. Louis Public Library 
at its meeting March 4, 1 


It is fitting that at this time the Board of 
Directors should publicly recognize the ser- 
vices of its Librarian from October 1, 1909, 
to March 1, 1938. Dr. Arthur E. Bostwick 
became Librarian of the St. Louis Public 
Library after many years of experience in 
the administration of the New York Free 
Circulating Library, the Brooklyn Public 
Library, and the Circulation Department of 
the New York Public Library. Before com- 
ing to St. Louis he had already taken a high 
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place in the library profession, having served 
as president of the American Library Asso- 
ciation for the year 1907-1908. 

During Dr. Bostwick’s leadership as Libra- 
rian, the St. Louis Public Library has become 
one of the most important educational insti- 
tutions in St. Louis. The Central Library 
building was opened January 6, 1912. 
Branch libraries have increased from four to 
nineteen. The circulation of books has in- 
creased from 1,218,215 to 3,141,119. Special 
departments of Art, Applied Science, 
Municipal Reference, Department for the 
Blind, and the Teachers’ Room have been 
established. The Henry L. Wolfner 
Memorial Library for the Blind is about 
to be opened, which will be the first 
separate building in this country to house a 
collection of braille books and talking rec- 
ords. The staff has increased from 140 to 
337, and the income from $200,000 to 
$500,000. The collection of books has 
grown from 279,222 to 862,464. The number 
of registered borrowers has increased from 
79,008 to 140,842. 

What Dr. Bostwick has contributed to the 
progress of libraries outside of St. Louis is 
widely known. His writings on libraries are 
voluminous, his addresses on libraries have 
been frequent. His book on the American 
Public Library has been for many years and 
is now recognized in America and throughout 
the world as the best book on the subject. 

One of Dr. Bostwick’s most signal honors 
was his appointment in 1925 by the American 
Library Association as its representative to 
visit China and advise Chinese librarians on 
the adaptation of American library methods 
to Chinese libraries. He fulfilled his mission 
to the great satisfaction of Chinese educators 
and librarians, as well as to the American 
Library Association, and brought back to 
America much of the richness of centuries- 
old Chinese civilization. 

‘ Dr. Bostwick’s intellectual attainments 
have contributed much to the members of 
the staff and the citizens of St. Louis. Among 
these may be noted the tremendous range 
of information at his command, his scientific 
outlook, his freedom from prejudices, the 
openness of his mind to all points of view, 
and his wide and intimate knowledge of 
books. 

His human qualities are a delight to all 
those who associate with him — a keen in- 
terest in all things, a robust joy in life and 
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new experience, a sense of humor that never 
fails him, and an innate simplicity in his 
manner and attitude toward others. 

The members of the Board of Directors of 
the St. Louis Public Library individually and 
as a body rejoice that at this time, when he 
has severed his connection as Librarian, Dr. 
Bostwick is to remain as Associate Librarian, 
that the Library may continue to profit by 
his wide knowledge and wise counsel.

SHUNAMI, SHLOMO, comp. Bibliography of Jewish 
bibliographies. The compiler is a librarian in the 
Jewish National and University Library in Jerusalem, 
who has collected material for his bibliography from 
the best bibliographical collections in ‘ae and 
Europe. The term “bibliography” is limited in this 
compilation to lists of works. Lists of “‘authorities 
consulted’”’ are not entered unless they form syste- 
matic bibliographies on definite subjects. The cata- 
loguing was done according to the American Library 
Association rules with slight changes, and the entries 
are in English and Hebrew, with a Preface, a List of 
abbreviations and symbols, and an Index of Hebrew 
titles. The work gives to one not familiar with the 
Hebrew language, an impression that it is a very 
valuable work of its kind.

INTRODUCTION 


Since the publication in 1908 of F. H. Allen’s virtually complete Bibliography of Henry David Thoreau no 
complete bibliography of Thoreau has been issued. Professor Raymond W. Adams has an ae mimeo- 
raphed catalog of his Thoreau library at Chapel Hill, N. C. — a list which is catalogued by the Con ional 
ibrary and which, he writes me, ‘‘is in the hands of a hundred Thoreau scholars and collectors.” Professor 
Adams has also a ‘Thoreau Checklist, 1908-1930"; but these lists are not generally circulated or available to 
the occasional researcher. 


The Thoreau enthusiast, therefore, must rely upon the very brief list in the Cambridge History of American 
Literature (which goes only to 1917 and adds little to Allen’s list), and the selective bibliographies of about a 
hundred items each in Professor Walter Fuller Taylor’s History of American Letters and Professor Bartholow V. 
Crawford’s Henry David Thoreau: Representative Selections. 


To compile the present list, I have gone through almost fifty bibliographical sources, the principal ones 
being the Reader’s Guide to Periodical Literature, the International Index, the Annual Magazine Subject Index, 
American Literature’s ‘‘Articles of American Literature in Current Periodicals,” the PMLA annual ‘American 
Bibliography,’’ the Modern Humanities Research Association Bibliographies, the U.S. Catalogue and Cumu- 
lative Book Index, C HAL, and the Essay and General Literature Index. There have been many other sources 
in the Henry E. Huntington Library, the University of Southern California Doheny Memorial Library, the 
University of California at Los Angeles Library, and the Los Angeles Public Library which I have consulted.

Under the latter heading, however, have been included a 
few articles which, while ostensibly reviews, are more largely criticism of a general nature on Thoreau. These 


items have been repeated under the book reviewed. Articles reviewing two or more books appear under each 
title reviewed.

INTRODUCTION 


“I find among all the writers in England no one else who has achieved such distinction in so many different 
directions.” 


Thus Hugh Walpole summarizes the position of V. Sackville-West in the world of letters. A student of 
her work is impressed with the truth of his observation. One becomes acquainted with her as a novelist only 
to learn that she is an accomplished poet; to discover further that she has written travel books, biography, 
literary criticism, short stories, and essays on many themes. Her versatility and competence are amazing. 


Starting from some knowledge of V. Sackville-West and great interest in her, it has been the pleasant 
experience of the compiler of this bibliography to close her study with heightened appreciation and increased 
admiration for her. Her noble birth, illustrious marriage, membership in the “Bloomsbury group,”’ and inde- 
pendence of character have lent lustre to a name which carries the long shadow of historic Knole in its back- 
ground. Literary heritage is also hers. There was Thomas Sackville, co-author with Thomas Norton of 
Gorboduc; or Ferrex and Porrex; there was Charles Sackville, poet, whose song, ‘‘To all you ladies now at 
land,” is remembered in Stevenson’s Home book of verse. 


Perusal of her own writings and estimates of her by others have led to a belief in her superiority in the 
fields of poetry, fiction, and literary criticism. Some of her shorter essays are charming and point to her ability 
to as which she is now, apparently, utilizing in talks over the radio. Her short stories do not appear 
to be the happiest expression of her art. Without assuming the role of prophet, it seems likely that The land, 
All passion a. and The Edwardians are destined for some sort of posterity. Saint Joan of Arc, fresh from 
the press, will be read with interest for a long while. 


Her essential quality is romantic; her notable attributes, imagination, sensibility, spontaneity of expression, 
harmonious continuity with ages past. Her use of words is masterly, tending at times to over-ride meaning. 
Her tendency in style is toward two extremes: austerity, melodrama. But without stepping further into the 
realm of the critic, it may be here not inappropriately remarked that she has proven a delightful and worthy 
subject for research. In the hope that others may learn to know V. Sackville-West, to enjoy her work, and 
to profit by her accomplishment, this list of writings by and about her is tendered. 

The arrangement is designed to answer the questions: ‘‘What did she write?”; ‘‘Who is she?’’; and 
“What do the critics think of her?” It is natural to be introduced first to an author through a book; to wish 
to read more by the same writer if one likes his themes and style; to learn something about the personality 
behind the book; and to find out what the critics think of him. This is a logical, though not infallible sequence. 

In dividing the bibliography into two main parts, By and About, it seems desirable to point out that the 
rigidity of this partition is not a fair indication of the fact that books “by” are often ‘‘about,” a condition 
particularly true of the author under consideration. The subdivisions of Part I, Novels and Short Stories, 
Poetry, and Other Works, seem natural divisions which show the scope of her work. 

Under the heading, Biography and Criticism, are articles which sketch the author’s background and treat 
of her style. The references to the New York times which deal with her visit to the United States, though 
trivial, supply an additional fact or two of particular interest to Americans. 


Every item on the list has been read or examined by the compiler. Titles which first appeared separately 
and were later included in collections have not been listed. 


Since V. Sackville-West’s first book, Poems of West & East, was published in 1918, the search for biblio- 
graphical material began in every case with that date. It extended until the present time.

PREFACE 

Like all the Balkan countries, Rumania is little known outside its boundaries. 
it has won great notoriety; but while everybody knows of Queen Marie and Mme. Lupescu, few know the 
country and its people. And yet Rumania would give delight to many, if they only knew of its existence. 
For not only is it a land of natural beauty—rugged and untamed, but gorgeous nevertheless; it 
is also a land of striking contrast, a land where the medieval mentality of the peasant — simplicity of outlook 
upon life, naiveté in thought and emotion, ignorant obedience to conventionalities and traditions — can be 
found side by side with the utmost sophistication, corruption, and love of luxury of the urban population. 
Bucharest may be the Paris of the Balkans; in the average village in the heart of the country we find ourselves 
back in the tenth century. 

This bibliography intends, therefore, to list books and articles in the English language which will describe 
the external aspects of the country and will reveal the character and life of the people, their manners and 
customs, their religion and superstitions. No textbooks or books suitable for reference use only are listed; 
nor have I included works which treat the country from the historical or political viewpoint exclusively. Of 
course, books in which history or politics is only one of several topics discussed will be found in this bibliography. 

As Rumania is primarily an agricultural country, the peasant has always constituted the largest part of 
the population; and naturally, the expression of his soul in art and literature is of great importance to any one 
desiring to gain an understanding not only of the Rumanian people but also of modern Rumanian art and 
literature. For the modern Rumanian artist realizes the unsurpassed beauty and nobility, the childlike purity 
and complete sympathy with every phase of human experience which are characteristic of the native art; 
and those are the best poets who turn for their inspiration to the folklore of the country. I considered it nec- 
essary, therefore, to include also books and articles in English dealing with Rumanian folklore and peasant art. 

An important respect in which this ey is limited istime. No books and articles published before 
1881 have been included, the year of founding the kingdom of Rumania under Charles I being chosen as the 
limiting date. The arrangement of the work is simple. It is divided into two main parts: The land and the 
people and Folklore and peasant art. Each group is subdivided into books and periodicals, the arrangement 
within these subdivisions being alphabetical by author or other main entry. The entry for any book not 
examined by me personally is preceded by an asterisk. Though the bibliography contains pamphlets, they are 
not grouped separately but are listed. under Books. For it has been my original intention to exclude all 
pamphlets of the railway-guide type, leaving only those which present the material in an interesting, readable 
style, thus differing from ks only in their size and make-up. Unfortunately, some of these publications I 
could not see and was unable, therefore, to judge of their character. For the sake of completeness, however, 
I included them but I did not consider it necessary to change the plan of the arrangement. 

The annotations, descriptive and critical in their character, are intended to enable the reader to judge 
of the nature of the book without having to handle each book. In the case of a few periodical articles, however, 
where the title itself explained the character of the article, the annotations have been omitted.

William Lyon Phelps, after a personal conversation with 
Barrie, assures us there is not the slightest foundation 
for such a belief. Perhaps the best proof of the whole 
affair is given in The Gregorian scene, by Frank Swinnerton 
in which the author relates his personal visit to Barrie in 
an effort to persuade him to write the preface, and so 
give the book the popularity that it needed to set it 
going. Barrie was quite ill at the time, and tried to beg 
off a disagreeable task, but was finally persuaded that 
his name, alone, would help to sell the slight, childish 
story.
